that other big industrial concerns 
will take similar action.

It was the same way when 
Prince Henry of Prussia was sent 
over here by the kaiser.

forgotten. It was named after an emi- 
nent citizen of Philadelphia, and was 
completely organized politically, with 
a governor, a legislature, courts of 
justice, and even a body of militia.

trial. In the midst of the judicial pro- 


It came about in this wise: In 1776 ceedings he decided that he had more 


important business 
elsewhere, and 


coolly walked out of the courtroom. 
Nobody thought it prudent to detain 
him, and the prosecution ended then 
and there. 


The erstwhile state of Franklin con- 


tinued to be part of North Carolina 
until 1790, when the federal govern- 
ment took it over. It was admitted 
to the Union, as the state of Tennes- 
see. June 1, 1796. 


Fraukiin, while it existed as a state, 


ex-en authorized a metal coinage—a 
function which today is restricted to 


a few thousand settlers in a wild 
mountain region of what was destined 
some day to' be Tennessee asked the 
Legislature of North Carolina to an- 
nex the territory in question. This 
was done, and it remained part of 
North Carolina until the close of the 
Revolution. 


Then the Legislature of North Caro- 


lina ceded it to the federal govern- 
ment—not at all at solicitation of the 
latter, but merely to get rid of it. as 
a means of reducing administrative 
expenses. 
It was designated as the 


district of Washing-ton, and the only 
the 
federal 
government. But the 


condition attached to the 
gift was 
money in common circulation within 


that Uncle Sam should approve the 
bargain within two years. 


The settlers, who had not been con- 


sulted in the matter, objected vehe- 
mently. They called a 
convention, 


which met in August. 17S4, and formed 
the state of Franklin. Thereupon the 
Legislature of North Carolina rean- 
nexed it; but the people of Franklin 
declined to accept this second adop- 
tion. 
They chose as governor John 


Sevier, a famous frontiersman, who

Legislature, 
in 


October, 17S7, a bill was passed fixing 
the salary of the governor at 1000 
deerskins per annum. 


Tho same bill fixed the pay of the
